FOOD SAFETY MODERNIZATION ACT 
(FSMA) 


FSMA REQUIREMENTS 


eRegister as an Animal Food facility* 


Develop a food safety plan 
° Facility information 
¢ Hazard analysis 
¢ Processing Current Good Manufacturing Practices(cGMP) 
° Preventive controls 
e Record keeping procedures 
° Recall plan

MISSOURI COMMERCIAL FEED LICENSE 


eAnyone who manufactures, distributes, or labels pet food / treats within or into the state must 
obtain a Missouri Commercial Feed License 


e Any person who makes only retail sales of pet food / treats which are labeled from a licensed facility 
does not require a feed license 


¢ Annual license fee is $35.00 
° Commercial feed licenses are active from July 15t—June 30%

ANNUAL PRODUCT REGISTRATION 
(SMALL PACKAGE) 


PET FOOD SPECIALTY PET FOOD 


*Pet= dog or cat °Specialty pet= normally maintained in a cage or tank 
*$90.00 per product* ° (Ex. Lizards, hamsters, turtles, fish etc.) 


¢ Each product sold exclusively in packages of 10lbs or less °$90.00 per product 
must be registered 
e Each specialty pet food product sold exclusively in 1 lbs. 
°*Exception: If a firm’s total gross annual sales do not packages or less must be registered 


exceed $5,000, said firm can be considered for a 
reduced fee of $25.00 per product 
¢ Documentation is required in order to substantiate that 
the firm meets the requirements for the reduced fee 


PAYMENT IS REQUIRED BY JANUARY 15' OF EACH YEAR 
IF PAYMENT IS POSTMARKED AFTER JANUARY 315", 50% LATE FEE OF THE AMOUNT DUE WILL BE ADDED TO THE PAYMENT

SINGLE PRODUCT OR MULTIPLE 
PRODUCTS? 


Products are considered one product if the label of every package size has the following 
identical information: 


e *Variety / assorted packs or a distinct label statement for a specific breed or size of pet = different products 
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FEED TONNAGE REPORT 


Inspection fee = $0.14 per ton or $5.00 minimum, whichever is greater* 


All products manufactured or sold in the State of Missouri must be included on quarterly tonnage reports: 
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*Small package product registration is paid in lieu of this inspection fee. Registered products will still need 
to be reported and deferred on tonnage reports.

INSPECTIONS 


¢ Seven Missouri feed inspectors are assigned across the state to help 
regulate feed laws and regulations 
Inspectors are authorized to enter places of business such as: 
¢ Manufacturing sites 
¢ Warehouses 
¢ Feed Mills 
¢ Retail Stores 
¢ Inspections may include but are not limited to: 
¢ Surveillance product sampling 
¢ Verify recordkeeping 
¢ Good manufacturing practices 
¢ Determine compliance (ex. licensing, registration, labeling etc.)
